In the government's answer, filed 
yesterday, it is contended that the 
Indians had no right or title to 
the land, and it is denied that they 
ever had a village known as the 
pueblo of Santa Rosa It is further 
contended that the boundaries set 
up in Mr. Martin’s claim are of 
no value because “indefinite,” un- 


certain and incapable of being as- 
certained.” Continuing its argu- 
ments, the government says: 
“Defendants further deny that 
any village or villages of Papago 
Indians in this region have asserted 
ownership to any definite tract or 
tracts of land and that the tract of 
land alleged to be owned and oc- 
cupied in any manner for any one 
village is wholly a myth. All the 
lands practically are within the 
Papago Indian Reservation com- 
posed roughly of 2,500,000 acres, 
Some of the land claimed is said to 
be under the city of Tucson. The 
government asks that the whole pro- 
ceedings be dismissed.” 


CITES DECISION.

gramme is invariably impeccable. 

Last evening the opening compo- 
sition was the Grieg Sonata in G 
Minor, which is florescent with Grieg 
melody at its most characteristic 
and intimate note. There are the 
usual pictorial passages and theNorse 
folk melodies, always developed 
with the musicianship which never 
failed the Norwegian composer. 

Sasiaveky plays with abandon and 
with a vigorous tone. He is fine 
in sense of pitch and rhythm, and, 
while his long orchestral training 
shows at times in a slight want of 
delicacy, he is essentially traditional 
and delighifully accurate. 

Mr Hope retains her freshness 
and intensity. She is intensely femi- 
nine m her playing, and she has 
an excellent and irtelligent percep- 
tion bn the requirements of the 
sonata, She has a sense of propor- 
tion and a fine rhythm, and she 
played the Grieg with a beautiful 
interpretation. 

There is nothing finer—after the 
old mastere—in the sonata form, 
than the Brahms opus in D Minor. 
The adagio movement is replete with 
sustained tone coloring which is 
architectural in construction, and 
the finale, presto agitato, is a superb 
conclusion in the best Brahms style. 

The Cesar Franck Sonata in A 
Major concluded the programme. It 
was a splendid contrast to the pre- 
vious numbers. There is a nobility 
and a sincerity about the “father 
of the moderns” which is inspiring 
to the performer, and Sasiavsky and 
Mrs. Hope evidently favored his 
composition, far they put much of 
beauty and grace into its perform- 
ance, and also a gratifying respect 
for the intention of the composer. 
Cesar Franck is essentially a com- 
poser for musicians, and the audi- 
ence, which was made up almost 
entirely of professionals, responded 
to its majesty with genuine enjoy- 
ment.

Colin Campbell, student-pianiste, 
and pupil of Thilo Becker, played 
in recital last evening at the Little 
Theater.

widely known for his accomplish- 
ments in composition. 

Mr. Clark, who with L. E. Behy- 
mer, has been principally interested 
in the formation of the new organ- 
ization, is a lover of art and music. 
He has a wide knowledge of musical 
works and musical achievement, 
and has been identified with local 
activities in chamber music pro- 
grammes. He has supported the 
Saint-Saens quintette, which has 
given invitational programmes 
purely for the sake of producing 
new and interesting compositions. 
Mr. Clark will be president of the 


organization. 

“As for my part in the organiza” 
tion,” said Mr. Behymer in making 
the announcement yesterday, “this 
Philharmonic orchestra represents 
the fulfillment of a dream I have 
long cherished.

SHIPYARD STRIKE! 


WOBBLING BADLY 


Possible Men may go Back to 
Work Next Monday. 


Prospects for a Sympathetic 
Walkout are Poor. 


Men with New Jobs Taxed to 
Support Jobless. 


That the ‘strike of 6000 ship- 
builders at I.os Angeles Harbor is 
wobbling bedi* was indicated yes- 
terday by the decision to finance 
the strike by taking one day's pay 
a week away from all strikers who 
have secured other employment, and 
the determination to ask sympathet- 
ie strike of ail shipyard machinists 
on the Coast. 

J. W. Kelley, an international or-

locals. He is firm in the belief that 
the machinists from Seattle to San 
Francis will walk out on Saturday 
if asked to do so in support of the 
local strikers here. It is under- 
stood that this method will be urged 
as the quickest way to force the

tying up all coast shipbuilding they 
can accomplish their aim. 

Those who are in close touch with 
the shipbuilders ate exceedingly 
doubtful as to Kelley's ability to 
precipitate a general sympathetic 
strike all along the Coast. It has 
been pointed out that Los Angeles 
men sawed wood vigorously while 
the “boys” in Seattle were trying 
to tie up the whole city with strikes 
a few months ago, and it is believed 
that northern shipbuilders will take 
the same attitude toward Los An- 
geles. They argue that Los Angeles 
has always been an open-shop town, 
and they hate her for it, and they 
are not apt to come to the rescue of 
the employees of one shipyard while 
the ehipbuilders in three other Los 
Angeles yards are on the job and 
drawing their large pay every 
Saturday night. 

The conclusion is that, failing in 
their effort to get all the Coast ma- 
china out on Saturday, the strik- 
ing shipbuilders at this place will 
probably return to work next Mon- 
day. In the meantime, for the sake 
of keeping soul and body together, 
the union men have sent out notices 
to the effect that all the strikers 
who have secured other employ- 
ment will be taxed one day's pay 
each week for the support of their 
“brothers.” This news will, of course, 


have been ambitious enough to get 
out and secure other jobs. The 
levying of a heavy strike-support 
tax upon skilled workmen was what 
broke the backbone of the painters’ 
strike a few weeks ago. 

The long-expected conference be- 
tween Mayor Woodman and direc- 
tors of the Los Angeles Shipbuild- 
ing and Drydock Comparty at the 
harbor did not materialize yesterday. 
It appears that the proposition which 
representatives of the unions put up 
to the Mayor as a compromise plan 
a few days ago is one which will 
not be entertained by the company, 
no matter who presents it.
